Divorces Granted In 
Foreign Countries May 
Not Hold Good Here 


— 


Ottawa.—The decision of the Que- 
bec courts that divorces granted in 
a foreign country cannot be recog- 
nized in that province and that peo- 
ple who have been married in Que- 
bec, divorced outside of the Empire 
and remarried are guilty of bigamy, 
has caused grave anxiety at Ottawa 
as to the position of hundreds of per- 
sons, twice married, who live in the 
other provinces, 

The legal position is in some doubt 
and it is not improbable that a test 
case will be made to determine the 
statu. of re-married persons in the 
other provinces, 

The law officers of the Crown 
have declined to comment on the 
situation, but it is pointed out by the 
officials of the senate, who keep 
track of the divorces granted to 
Canadians both in Canada and else- 
where, that more Canadians obtain 
divorces in the United States than 
in this Dominion. Of course this ap- , 
plies chiefly to Ontario, and in this 
regard it is Interesting to know that, 
while 200 divorces were granted by 
parliament to Ontario citizens last 
year, 548 divorces were granted to 
citizens of Ontario in Detroit. 

The problem in the Western prov- 
inces {s not quite the same, since 
they have their own divorce courts, 
But it is pofnted out that many 
westerners have gone to the United 
States for divorce because they 
could not meet the statutory condi- 
tions imposed by the Canadian Laws. 
A considerable number of Manito- 
bans obtained divorce last year in 
Minneapolis and St. Paul, and the 
supposition {s that these people could 
not have given the statutory proof 
necessary to obtain a divoree in the 
Manitoba courts. Likewise the citi-

low, who has spent the past twenty

“Thousands of lives are lost every 
year among Chinese who are foolish 
enough to eat the ling, or water nut, 
in the raw state,” said Dr, Barlow on 
arriving at Victoria recently from the 
Orient. ‘The disease claims its vic- 
tims usually about three years after 
infection, and it occurred to me that 
during that period there surely 
should be some way of checking the

| Many and varied causes as we 
have been cited contribute to this 
condition as: meddlesome  extrac- | 


‘tions; decayed shedding; tardy erup-' 


tions; improper masticating habits; 
faulty diet; deforming habits of the 
young child; and general diseases af- 
fecting tooth development. 
| But there is a type of mal-occlu- 
sion, Without the so-called “crooked 
; teeth.” The teeth may in fact be ex- 
| ceptionally well formed and placed 
normally in the arch, so that in this 
type the arch “per se” is at fault, 
either exhibiting .a deformity, or be- 
ing in improper relationship to its 
| fellow. 
| Mal-occlusion may be very notic- 
able, evincing a protruding or retrud- 
{ing jaw, or other facial deformity; 
but again, the facial contour may not 
| be altered from normal to any ap- 
preciable extent, 
| Apart from this relationship to 
| facial expression, however, mal-oc- 
clusion may lead to serious disturb- 
ances of the teeth themselves. 

It may be that due to this condition 
| that one or several teeth are receiv- 
ing excessive stress, resulting in 
| a diseased condition of the tissues en- 
veloping the tooth, or teeth, and men- 
acing the life of the teeth involved. 

Moreover, teeth that are not func- 
tioning properly through disease, 
may be weakened structurally, leav- 
ing them more prone to decay; and in 
any event, they are not receiving the 
benefits of normal tooth exercise or 
of the mechanical cleansing, through 
excursive masticatory movements, 
which, after all, is the best defence 
against the forces of tooth decay.

| cases.” 


How one community saved a $6,000 
hospital fee is told by H. FE. Young, 
M.D., LL:D, Provinelal Health Offic- 
er, British Columbia. 

“In the year previous to the open- 
ing of our first medical unit, the 
district in which it was situated had 
paid $6,200.00 to the Isolation Hos- 
pital for cases that had been sent 
into it,’ he writes. 

“The following year, 1928, under 
exactly the same local conditions but 
with a full-time medical health officer 
in charge with a staff of four nurses 
and a sanitary inspector, we were 
able to reduce the Isolation Hosplitat 
charge to less than $100.000. This 
was an argument that appealed ai- 
rectly to the municipal council.” 

Touching upon the matter of fin- 
ance, Dr. Young writes: ‘I would 
urge the serious consideration of the 
resolution passed by the Dominiou 
Council of Health, ‘Resolved that 
the Deminion Government be re- 
spectfully requested to further the 
establishment of ‘Full-time Health 
Units’ by the voting of an annual 
grant of money for this purpose.” 

“The part-time medica! officer of 
health has been to a large extent a 
failure,” writes Dr. J. W. S. McCul- 
lough C.M., D.P.EL., Chief Inspector, 
Department of Health, Ontario, Yet 
at the present time, fully 99 per cent.

New Use For Mathematics 


Can Be Invaluable In Studying 
Epidemics Says Sir Ronald Ross 


War on influenza has been de- 
clared by Sir Ronald Ross, of Lon- 
don, England, whose malaria re- 
searches have saved the lives of 
thousands. Mathematics will be his 
weapon. Such importance is at- 
tached to the work which is being 
carried out jointly by Sir Ronald and 
Dr. Hilda P, Hudson that the Royal 
Society is assisting financially. 

“There are many events that hap- 
pen to a proportion of the public 
which we’ call ‘happenings,’”’ said Sir 


Ronald. And all these happenings 
have their equations. Influenza epi- 
demics, goindg down with measles, 


being killed by London traffic, mak- 
ing a fortune-—all these things are 
‘happenings’ and all have their equa- 
tions, From the equations much | 
can be learned about the ‘happen- 
ing.’ The equation will tell you why 
so many people have got run over, 
what chances you have of getting 
run over or amassing a fortune, 
when we may expect a wave of a 
particular illness, and much more. 
The equation we get for every type 
of epidemic will be a something ob- 
tained by mathematics which will be 
of great help to medicine. It will be 
a hypothetical method of studying 
epidemics which will help the work 
of prevention in such an epidemic as 
the present one of influenza. Amaz- 
ingly wide search of records will 
have to be made to provide us with 
the figures we require, 

We know that an epidemic will 
die by exhausting. its supply of ma- 
terial. It is rather like a plague that 
is eventually wiped out because it 
has killed everybody. Such things 
as these we know. There. is much 
more to be discovered by equations.

Predicts Next War Will Be Sudden 


English Professor Says Britain Could 
Not Wait To Consult Dominions 
Great Britain will either lose the 

next war or lose the Dominions, 

Brigadier-General J. H. Morgan, 

K.C., professor of constitutional law 

at the University of London, said in 

a lecture at the university. 

The next war, he said, might come 
like a thief in the night and might be 
fought and won in the course of three 
weeks, There probably would be no 
ultimatum to warn of: the conflict. 
No British government, he continued, 
would be likely to dare to define 
what was a flagrant violation of right 
necessitating immediate action with- 
out consulting the Dominions. 

While the jurists were trying to 
decide whether there had been a 
violation of rights and while the par- 
liaments of the Dominions were be- 
ing summoned, the war would be 
fought and won, the lecturer declar- 
ed. The result, he said, would be that 
if Great Britain stopped to consult 
the Dominions, she would lose the 
war, and if she did not consult them, 
she would lose the Domnions.

“It is now time for our pilots to 
devote themselves most earnestly to 
perfecting their flying,” an official 
said, “If the personnel operating air- 
craft do their part as the air engin- 
eers have already done theirs, we 
will rarely hear of aircraft accidents,

Tribe Of American 
Indians In Siberia 


Soviet Officials Hope To Save Them 
From Extinction 


Efforts are being made by the au- 
thorities to save from extinction a 
nomadic tribe of “American Indians” 


in Siberia which has already dwin- 
dled to 403 persons. 
The tribe, known as Karagas, was 


discovered some years ago in the 


Turun district of Siberia. In appear- 
ance, language, and customs they re- 
semble so closely the Red Indians of 
North America that leading Russian 
anthropologists were convinced of 
their American origin. 

A recent investigator reports that 
the tribe has such a high death rate 
that it has only a few more genera- 
tions of life. The government has 
therefore set aside a large tract 
where no other tribes will be permit- 
ted to hunt. It is hoped here that 
these exclusive “happy hunting 
grounds” will increase the material 
prosperity and in consequence the 
longevity of the Karagas. A hospital 
has also been established for their 
use, 

Perhaps the most exraordinary 
single fact reported about these 
“strayed” Indians is that crime is 
entirely unknown among them, It
